Whilo the prepara 
tlona were bolng mads he sat upon 
the trout porch. They left, the Swink 
home at five o clock.

The flist time that 
he caught hold ot her she said she 
"hollered murder," but he threatened 
to kill her It she did not ki ep quiet 
At this point the witness broke down 
and Attorney R F. Kennedy ivalved 
the legal rules and allowed liar to be 
asked direct questions in older to se 
cure the story o£ the assault. Alter

turned home her mother wa'i out and 
a neighbor attended her.
